PHOEND£—A sophisticated,, mer¬ 
cury-activated bomb was used in the 
Mafia-style; murder attempt that 
maimed: investigative reporter Don 
Bolles, TheTimesleamed Friday. 

The - device,, consisting of about 
four slicks of dynamite andapparent- 
ly attached- to the underside of Boi¬ 
led car by a magnet, was detonated': 
by a battery-powered mercury 
switch, critically injuring the 47- 
year-old, reporter for the Arizona Re¬ 
public Wednesday night. 

The device was triggered when the 
car’s movement caused the mercury 
to roll forward, completing ari elec¬ 
trical circuit. 

"It was definitely a ’kill hit,’ 
planned by somebody who wanted to 
do-a number on Bolles and not just 
injure or maim him)!’ said Homicide' 
Sgt Bittlfewdy of the Phoenix police 
department. 

Dowdy said there was very little 
doubt that the bombing was anorga- 
l Tuzedcrime"hit." ■ ■ 

Until about a month ago, when he 
|was reassigned to. his neiwspaper’s ca¬ 
pital bureau, Bolles had been an ex¬ 
tremely cautious reporter; Dowdy 
said. 

"He'd put a piece of transparent 
tape on the hood of his car so he 
could tell if it had been opened," 
Dowdy said. 

"He'd been threatened any number 
of times and he just wasn't one td 
take chances. Then: he apparently re- 
laxed:and they got him," 

The explosion mangled Bolles* low¬ 
er body; forcing amputation of his 
right leg, and riddled him. with 
shrapnel. 

Bolles, father of seven children, is 
in critical hut stable condition in Stv 
Joseph's Hospital here after, five 
hours of surgery and treatment on a 
dial ysis mac hine following kidney 
failure- ’ *—-I 
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Despite hi s condition,, Sgt.. DoWdy 
sai3,BoDeI is attempting to aSsEit'ih- 
vestigatoxs in their search for the

"He refused, to make any state-- 
ments on the advice of. hfe lawyer 
and was booked into county jail, On 
an old misdemeanor Charge of de- 
frapdinganinnkeepep,' 1 Dowdy said. 

"We haven't filed any charges 
against him, so. he® be in and out, 
but he did agree £6 remain-in: contact 
withthe department."

Bombing Suspect 


Hears Testimony 

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) -1 


“John Adamson sent me ... 
John Adamson' called me 
here;" mumbled a bleeding 
and critically injured rej 
porter after a bomb rippedj 
through his; car on June 2, aj 
police detective testified Mon-s 
day. 

The testimony came at the 
opening of a preliminary 
hearing’ for John Harvey 
Adamson. 32. of Phoenix, whoj 
is charged with murdering 
Arizona Republic reporter 
Don Bolles. The’ hearing was 
expected to wind up Tuesday, 

Adamson; handcuffed and 
wearing jeans and a sheriff’s 
department T-shirt, sat emo¬ 
tionless throughout most oi 
the day-long hearing. 

Homicide detective 
George Klettinger, the initial 
witness-, was one of the first 
qfficers to arrive at the Hotel 
Clarendon parking lot after 
the bomb went off- under 
Bolles! car.

PHOENIX — Under the gaze of a sweL , j 
tering desert sun, a hybrid breed of organ-i 1 
ized crime -r- including Mafia-style 
emigres from elsewhere and a homegrown i 
species of seerhingly respectable business 
and professional men — is blossoming in 
Arizona, the nation’s fastest-growing state. 

Largely through vast fraudulent land 
deals, securities frauds and other, often 
related, “white collar crimes,” criminal 
groups are turning over many millions of 
dollars a year in' illicit profits, bringing 
gangland-style violence to this fast-urban¬ 


izing frontier state and provoking unresolv¬ 
ed charges of official corruption. 

I On June 2,.Don Bolles, 47, a reporter fori 
yie Arizona Republic who had written) 
about land-fraud schemes and criminal 
entry into legitimate businesses, was fatal¬ 
ly injured by a remote-control bomb that 
blew apart his car and left him without 
legs and with only one arm. Bolles died 
Sunday morning in a Phoenix hospital 

The motives for the murder are still not 
clear. But police here have said that their 
investigation has involved “prominent, 
influential people.” 

The bombing was the tfaird^gangland* 

style murder in the past 15 months. The 
others involved a key witness in a land- 
<Jraud prosecution, who was murdered on 
;|he eve of his appearance before a grand 
jiury, and a mafioso. 

j) For the hundreds of thousands of people 
who have flocked to this warm climate 
from the cold, decaying cities of the urban 
North, the incidents have provided brutal 
evidence that urban crime has followed 
them into the so-called “Sunbelt,” the fast- 
developing Southern tier of the country. 

“There’s a great deal of money in Arizo¬ 
na, and when you have a great deal of
